No one. of course, has ever dared to

siastic admirers claim that histrionic 
gifts of such a high'order as Sir Hen- 
ry's, like all great art. do not appeal

Tlie Insurrection of Women. 


In October, 1789, took place one of the 


most dramatic events of the Krench 
revolution, the insurrection of women.

The new,y of this foolish scene, which 


was quickly reported in Paris, outrag- 
ed the feelings of the people, already 
brought to the verge of starvation by 
the miserable1 harvest. The court could 
feast while they were faint for food 
and bidden by the Minister Fouillon to 
eat grass! The court could mock at the 
sign of their constitution and trample 
It underfoot! The Insult was too frroat, 
and the women, always excitable and 
now driven to despair by 1 lifir chil- 
dren's clamorous cries for food, tissem- 
bled In thousands, shouting, "Bread, 
bread!" and at last started, a sdream- 
ing, turbulent, armed rabble, to Btorm 
the pnlace.at Versailles. On they rush- 
ed, resistless as the advancing tide, 
feathering1 force as they went. 


The palace was nltacked, but I.nfa- 


yette and his guards wore Htit-resMful tn 
(tefumling: it, and the stru^sle was ter- 
minated for a time by the gathering 
darkness, the drejichine rain and the 
fatigue of the mob. 


So the strange night wore away—the 


king and queen within, surrounded with 
luxuries, but rcstlefis and alarmed: the 
people without, famished, weary, roak- 
ed with the rniti anil huddled together 
for protection. 
In Die /Tray, ghastly 


dasvn some of the mob forced their way 
Into a wing- of the palace, and the king 
and queen bai'ely escaped with their 
lives. 


The • rabble Insisted on their being 


brought to Paris and clnmored for the 
hated "Austrian" to appear on a bal- 
cony nionc. "Xo children!" they cried. 
Hut \viuin T.afnyette, kneeling;, kissed 
the queen's hand, the execrations of the 


_ fickle crowd changed to enthusiastic 
jchcerF, and they r-scitrteil the royal fain- 
j ily bark Io Paris, ilancinsr round the 
. carriage with vociferous shoula of joy 
and crying, as they pointed to (he 50 
cartloads of corn which fdllowcd, that 
they were bringing "the baker, the 
bakcrTH wife and Ihe baker's boy." 


Sa the procession wound on to the 


Tuilerle? as if in triumph, hut It was 
the triumph of the people over the 
k1n#. The revolution had begun in 
France.
